IB. after the death of Garfield 
and in that case Justice Brady, of New 
York, administered the oath. There is 
no requirement that the oath shall be 
administered by a justice of the United 
States supreme court, although that 
procedure is adopted when circum- 
stances permit. 


Without unseemly hasto the mem- 


ber* of the cabinet will tender their 
resignation and the new president will 
then be free to initiate his own policy 
and choose his own cabinet.

Grand Jury Charges Murder 


First Degree. 


Buffalo. Sept. 17.—Leon F. Czolgoss, 


alias Fred NIeman. was indicted yes- 
terday afternoon at 4.15 o'clock by the 
county grand jury for the crime of 
murder In the firat degree, in fatally 
shooting President William McKinley 
at the temple of music in the Pan- 
American Exposition grounds at 4.15 
on the afternoon of September 6. 


"Czolgosz. have you got a lawyer? 


Do you v,-ish a lawyer? You have 
been Indicted for murder in the first 
degree. 
Do you want a lawyer to 


defend you? Caolgosz, look at me and 
answer." 


District Attorney Penney fired these 


at the prisoner, his voice rising with 
each succeeding question, but Czol- 
gosz stubbornly refused to answer.

The Entrance Into Baltimore. 


Dmrlccess reigned as the train dre^r 


into Baltimore. Xsaring the station, 
the locomotive literally plowed its way 
among flowers, for great icnsses of 
blossoms had been strewn along the 
sathway of the train. Inside the sta- 
tion the iron railing held back a surg- 
ing multitude, while within the rail 
the entire force of the city post ofSce 
was drawn up on one side of the track, 
with banners wound with crepe, and 
the force of the custom house was on 
the other side. In front of the crowd 
stood Mayor Hayes, with his sister, 
each hearing great clusters of roses 
and palms—a tribute from the city, to 
be placed on the bier of the dead 
President. As the flowers were passed 
within the train, the notes of "Nearer, 
My God, to Thee," again arose. A mo- 
ment later the train was off for the 
final destination.

Only the thinness of his face bore 
mute testimony to the patient suf- 
fering he had endured. He was dressed 
as he always was in life. The black 
frock coat was buttoned across the 
breast where the first bullet of the as- 
sassin had struck. The black string 
tie below the standing collar showed 
the little triangle of white shirt front. 
The right hand lay at his side. The 
left was across his body. He looked as 
millions of hie countrymen have seen 
him, save for one thing. The little 
badge of the Loyal Legion, the only 
decoration he ever which was always 
In the left lapel of his coat was miss- 
ing. And those who remarked it spoke 
of it, and after the body was taken 
to the city hall the little badge which 
he prized through life was placed 
again where It had always been.

They 
are engaged in ferreting out all knids 
of crimes among all sorts of men and 
women. One night they may be in 
the slums and the next in a ball room. 
It is their versatility and their adap- 
tation to all conditions of life that 
make them useful. Cleverness is the 
key that opens the door of success in 
this peculiar profession. Women have 
shown themselves especially adapted 
for certain lines of detective work. The 
old style sleuth of the melodrama, who 
appears at critical mpments and throw- 
ing back the lapel of his coat exhibits 
a tin star as big as a Greenwich Vil- 
lage doorplate. while he ejaculates, 
"I am Hawkshaw, the detective." has 
faded out of view. One must dissem- 
ble if one would gain fame.as a secret 
operative. The heart must not be worn 
epon the sleeve for daws to peck at. 
-' ''In certain cases women are far 
superior to men as detectives," said 
Captain Soyer, who probably employs 
more of them than any other agent 
in the city. "They have more patience 
and have a keener sense of discern- 
ment. 
Then, it is much caster for 


them to gain admission as servants 
or guests in houses than for men. They 
are invariably honest and truthful. 
They have a finer insight into human 
nature, are more insistent and the ma- 
jority of them are more industrious 
than men. They are not good at 'shad- 
owing' for two reasons. 
One is that 


r'^ey have not the physical endurance 
for such a task, and the other Is that 
they are more noticeable on the street 
than men.

"Upon few* questions have medical 


men been so divided as upon the possi- 
bility of inheriting disease. Opinion 
on this subject has undergone much 
change within the last fifteen or 
twenty years, but even to-day doc- 
tors are not unanimous on the sub- 
ject. Then, again, there is another 
class of scientific people who theo- 
rize regarding the phenomena of phys- 
ical life and conduct laboratory exper- 
iments. These men call themselves 
biologists, and they are unquestion- 
ably a learned lot. Yet their conclu- 
sions are often different from those 
reached by the physicians. In gen- 
eral, it may be said that biologists 
incline to accept Weissmann's doc- 
trine that acquired traits cannot be 
transmitted to progeny, while medi- 
cal men, though differing as to details, 
have more or less confidence in the 
possibility of Inheriting physical in- 
firmities. 


The discovery of bacteria 
as the 


cause of most maladies has had a 
revolutionary influence upon the old 
doctrine of inheritance regarding tu- 
berculosis. Once it was believed that 
a whole family was hopelessly doomed 
If either of the parents died of this dis- 
ease. "We have ripped that notion 
up the back," said the medical ad- 
viser of n leading Insurance company 
the other day. "Phthisis is a contag- 
ious disease, antl results from associa- 
tion with a victim of that trouble. I 
snould sooner look for it in the hus- 
band than in the child of a woman 
who was thus affected." 


The doctor who passes on the appli- 


cations made to another company put 
the easa less radically. He attached 
some importance to the face that par- 
ents had died of consumption. Even 
granting that it is purely a contagious 
malady, offspring sometimes appear to 
inherit a susceptibility or an abnor- 
mally low power of resistance to it It 
is asserted that even when the chil- 
dren of tuberculosis parents are wide- 
ly separated in their youth, and grow 
up apart, a. larger percentage of them 
develop the disease than that of other 
people's children- The preponderance 
is not marked, perhaps, but there ore 
those who believe that It exists. This 
same expert remarked, however, that 
formerly -his company did not regard 
a man reasonably safe from inherited 
consumption until he was forty years 
old. whereas they would take him now 
with little hesitation at thirty-five, if 
he then, showed no signs of the mal- 
ady. Both theory and practice are un- 
degoing slow changes on this point, 
apparently. 


Insanity is not regarded as a bacter- 


ial disease, and yet it has a physical 
basis. The brain undergoes local or 
general chang-es in structure. The dis- 
order cannot be acquired by associa- 
tion with other victims of it. but many 
experts believe in the possibility of in- 
heriting a tendency to insanity and Its 
first cousin, epilepsy. Doctors recog- 
nise what tney call the "insane dia- 
thesis" or a predisposition to Insanity, 
and then take a good deal of stock in 
the notion that this is an inherited 
weakness. Most life Insurance com- 
panies discriminate sharply against 
applicants whose ancestry 
exhibits 


two or three cases of Insanity, or one 
of insanity and one of epilepsy. 


Cancer is another affliction which 


was once believed to be transmissible 


by causing any special disease in- 
surance companies pay little attention 
to alcoholism In the parents of appli- 
cants, not because they have no faith 
in its influences, but because they can. 
recognize the latter in tmdersize, 
light weight, nervous -weakness or 


peculiarities of the children. 


Such characteristics serve as a more 
useful guide. 


Perhaps the firmest believers in the 


old Mosaic declaration about the "sins 
of the fathers" are medical practition- 
ers in towns of moderate size, family j 
physicians who know grandparents, 
parents and children socially as well 
as professionally. 
Their observation 


almost invariably convinces them not 
only that moral infirmities are trans- 
lated into physical weakness in the 
second and third generations, but also 
that maladies which are in no sense 
related to immorality sometimes leave 
their impress on the young. Very 
often this effect is nothing more than 
a predisposition, which, once recog- 
nized and dealt with in time, may be 
skillfully antagonized by diet, exercise 
and environment.—New York Tribune.

Al- 
though his father and mother are both 
endowed with eyesight, a strange fatal- 
ity seems to hang over their children, 
for Mr. "Wells has a brother and a sis- 
ter also afflicted with congenital blind- 
ness In the case of all three, the op- 
tic nerve is paralyzed, and no light af- 
fects the retina, so that the blindness 
is Quite irremediable. 


"There is a long Latin carne for it. 


Dr. Brown told me. but I don't remem- 
ber it," said Mr. Wells to a Herald re- 
porter. "But then, of course. I don't 
miss my eyes as any one would who 
had had them and lost them. When. 
I was a child I made up my mind that 
I must learn to do things for myself, 
for if you wait for some one else to 
help you. you generally have to wait 
a long while, and I am fortunate in 
having a strong sense of location. I 
always put my own goods in their 
places on the shelves and then I doa't 
have the least difficulty in finding 
them.

ally there are cases of death 
from 


this cause in mother or father and son 
only a few years apart. But, sugges- 
tive as such a coincidence is, doctors 
do not all interpret it alike. One of the 
leading life insurance companies of 
th»s country, which ptjts its terms up 
\vhere consumption or insanity ap- 
pears in the parents' or grandparents' 
history, ignores cancer except in the 
applicant himself. 


These are the three diseases to which 


the most attention is given by these 
companies in considering the infirm- 
ities of parents and 
grandparents. 


Still, it is asserted that lack of long- 
evity, Brighfs disease and other 
signs of weakness appear to be char- 
acteristic of some families and not of 
others. There is little evidence of the 
inheritance of a predisposition to apo- 
plexy. Indeed, this trouble, waich is 
due primarily to a weakness of the 
walls of the arteries, has been found 
to be about equally characteristic of 
persons whose weight is abnormally 
great and those who are abnormally 
light. 


A great deal hsts been written of al- 


coholism and heredity. Some of the 
expressions on this subject are ex- 
travagant and misleading. It is par- 
ticularly interesting to note whether 
drunkenness or other moral fallings 
develop in parents before or after 
their children were born. In the lat- 
ter case heredity would seem to afford 
an inadequate explanation of bad hab- 
its or disease. Nevertheless, there is 
much evidence that in one way or an- 
other immorality affects offspring. 
It 


does so chiefly by impairing the phyi- 
cal stamina of the latter, and rarely

William XcKinley was born in Kilo, 


Ohio, Jan. 2V, 1843. of Scotch-Irak par- 
entage. Hut ancestors lived in York 
county, Pa., from 1743 to 1780. He was 
educated in the Union Seminary at Port- 
land, Ohio, and in Allegheny College at 
Meadrille, Pa., taught a district school 
and was a clerk in the Portland post-of- 
fice. 


In 1861 he enlisted as a private in Co. 


£, 23d Ohio Infantry, served in Wcet 
Virginia, and at the battle of Autietam 
showed such gallantry as to win promo- 
tion to the rank of Second Lieutenant. 
He served on the staffs of a number of 
geaerals, among them Hancock and 
Sheriden, and was brevetted Major for 
bravery at Opequan, Cedar Creek and 
Fisher's Hill. 


After the war he studied law and was 


admitted to the bar at Warren, Ohio, in 
18C7, and settled at Canton. He was 
elected Prosecuting Attorney by the Ke- 
publicans in 1870 but was defeated for 
re-election. He was married in 1871 to 
Ida, daughter of James Saxtou, of Can- 
ton, who survives him. Two daughters 
of this marriage died in infancy. 


He served in Congress in 1877 to 18S3, 


succeeded in 1884 by Jonathan Wallace, 
was re-elected in 18S5 and served to 1891, 
when he was again defeated, this time 
by John Warwick. 


In 1890. as chairman of the Ways and 


Means Committee he introduced the tar- 
iff measure which became known as the 
McKinley bill. 


He was Governor of Ohio 1893-96. At 


St. Louis, in le9G, he was made the Re- 
publican nominee for President and was 
elected over Win. J. Bryan by 271 to 176 
electoral votes. In 1900 he was ic-elect- 
ed President. Sept. 4,1901, he was shot 
by Czolgosz, an Anarchist, and died 
Sept. 14th. 


His administrations of national affairs 


are too recent history to need more than 
a summary. The succesfui war with 
Spain, growing out of the destruction of | 
the Maine and the ackuoledging of the 
independence of Cuba by the United 
States, the war with the Philippines i 
that followed as a sequence, the great in- 
dustrial revival all over the country and 
the world-wide extension of business, 
arc known to all men.

Children of the Laity: 


Peace and Apostolic Benediction. 


To-day the Nation mourns the death 


of her most illustrious Son. For the 
third time in her history, the hand of an 
assassin has laid low her Chief Execu- 
ive. A sense of shame and humiliation 
at the perversity of human nature op- 
presses the minds of our citizens, and 
sorrow and indignation struggle for the 
mastery in every breast. At no time in 
ler eventful career had she less reason 
;o apprehend so dread a calamnity; at 
no previous period of her existence, had 
she greater need of a just ruler to direct 
and guard her des-tinies. 


We had cause to love our President, 


For his civic and domestic virtues; we 
liad good ground to trust him, for his in- 
tegrity and courage; we had reason to 
admire him, for his ability in dealing 
with great political, social, and econom- 
ic questions. The death of President 
McKinley, therefore, brings grief to the 
nation, at large; it, also, brings a deep, 
abiding, personal soriow to eyery one of 
our citizens. 
I need not urge you, during tbese days 


of uriversal sadness, to give public ex- 
pression of horror for the crime that has 
Seen perpetrated, or to offer a tribute of 
respect to the memory of our departed 
President.

On next Sun- 
day, at last Mass, an instruction should 
be given based on the teaching of our 
Holy Father, Leo XIII, against the, er 
rors of Anarchism and Socialism. An- 
archists multiply, as icligion and its 
teaching is ignored. If government is 
to continue and prosper, if law and or- 
der are to prevail, the love and fear of 
God must be inculcated, and religion get 
its proper recognition. The Church, 
the home, and the school, should unite 
in imparting sound religious principles 
to the rising generation.

WILIJAM MOONUEY. 


Twenry-Rfch Pratftttof tfceUaJfc- 


William McKiuley was born in Nile*, 


Ohio, Jan. 29,1843. of Scotch-Irish par- 
entage. His ancestors lived in York 
county, Pa., from 1743 to 1780. He was 
educated in the Union Seminary at Port- 
land, Ohio, and in Allegheny College at 
Meadrille, Pa., taught a district school 
and was a clerk in the Portland post-of- 
fice. 


In 1861 he enlisted as a prirate in Co. 


E, 23d Obio Infantry, served in Weet 
Virginia, and at the battle of Antietam 
showed such gallantry as to win promo- 
tion to the rank of Second Lieutenant. 
He served on the staffs of a number of 
geaerals, among them Hancock and 
Sheriden, and was brevetted Major for 
braver}' at Opequan, Cedar Creek and 
Fisher's Hill. 


After the war he studied law and was 


admitted to the bar at Warren, Ohio, iu 
1807, 
and settled at Canton. He was 


elected Prosecuting Attorney by the Re- 
publicans in 1870 but was defeated for 
re-election. He was married in 1871 to 
Ida, daughter of James Saxtou, of Can- 
ton, who survives him. Two daughters 
of this marriage died in infancy. 


He served in Congress in 1877 to 1833, 


succeeded in 1884: by Jonathan Wallace, 
was re-elected in 18S5 and served to 1891, 
when he was again defeated, this time 
by John Warwick. 


In 1890. as chairman of the Ways and 


Means Committee he introduced the tar- 
iff measure which became known as the 
McKinley bill. 


He was Governor of Ohio 1893-96. At 


St. Louis, in 1{?9G. he was made the Re- 
publican nominee for Fresideut and was 
elected over Win. J. Bryan by 271 to 176 
electoral votes. In 1900 he was le-elect- 
ed President. Sept. 4,1901, he was shot 
by Czolgosz, an Anarchist, and died 
Sept. 14th. 


His administrations of national affairs 


are too recent history to need more than 
a summary. The succesfui war with 
Spain, growing out of the destruction of | 
the Maine and the ackuuledgiug of the 
independence of Cuba by the United j 
States, the war with the Philippines j 
that followed as a sequence, the great in- 
dustrial revival all over the country and 
the world-wide extension of business, 
arc known to all men. 


Indian School Report. 


Colonel R. H. Pratt, General Superin- 


tendent of the Indiau Training School, 
at Carlisle, has forwarded his twenty- 
second annual report to the Indian Com- 
missioner at Washington, D. C. The re- 
port shows that from its founding in 18- 
79 4600 Indian boys and girls have been 
enrolled as pupils. Of the 1007 pupils 
cow enrolled 42 are from Porte Rico. 
The expeiience with these, the report 
says, has been gratifying. Many of them 
will be placed among American families, 
where they will attend school with Ame- 
rican children.

The dead body of a newly-born male 


child was found Sunday afte'rnoon in the 
sand hole at the edge of McSherrystown, 
by Harry Fuhrman and Charles'topper, 
of that place The body was wrapped in 
the sleeve of an undershirt, which was 
next bound with a cloth and then enclos- 
ed in a newspaper.

William McKinley, late president of the 
United Slates, whose untimely deuth Las 
caused such deep sorrow throughout the 
world, and in accordance with the pro- 
clamation of the United Status I, Will- 
iam A. Stone. Governor of the Common* 
wealth of Pennsylvania, do appoint 
Thutsday, September 19, the day upon 
which the body of the dead President 
will be laid at rest, as a day of mourning 
aud prayer throughout the State. 
'•I recomineud that the people of Penn- 


sylvania do on that day suspend the pur- 
suit of all vocations and assemble in 
their respective places of worship, there 
to render their full measure of reverence 
and love to tlio President whose death 
lias brought such deep grief to our na- 
tion. 


"Given under my hand and the great 


seal of the State at Harrisburg this 6th 
day of September in the year of our 
Lord, 1901, and of the Commonwealth, 
the 125th.

To my Reverend Clergy and Beloved

Peace and Apostolic Benediction. 


To-day the Nation mourns the death 


of her most illustrious Son. For the 
third time in her history, the hand of an 
assassin has laid low her Chief Execu- 
tive. A sense of shame and humiliation 
at the perversity of human nature op- 
presses the minds of our citizens, and 
sorrow and indignation struggle for the 
mastery in every breast. At no time in 
her eventful career had she less reason 
to apprehend so dread a calamnity; at 
no previous period of her existence, bad 
she greater need of a just ruler to direct 
and guard her destinies. 


We had cause to love our President, 


for his civic and domestic virtues; we 
had good ground to trust him, for his in- 
tegrity and courage; we had reason to 
admire him, for his ability in dealing 
with great political, social, and econom- 
ic qnesiions. The death of President 
McKinley, therefore, brings grief to the 
nation, at large; it, also, brings a deep, 
abiding, personal soriow to eyery one of 
our citizens. 
I need not urge yon, during these days 


of universal sadness, to give" public ex- 
pression of horror for the crime that has 
been perpetrated, or to offer a tribute of 
respect to the memory of our departed 
President. I would merely remind you 
to leave nothing undone to manifest the 
feeling that must possess every loyal 
child of the Republic. You will drape 
your parish buildings in mourning; 
and, on Thursday next, the day for the 
funeral, you will assemble for Holy Mass 
which will be offered up for the peace 
and prosperity of our common country, 
and for the welfare of him on whose 
shoulders now falls the burden of the 
affairs of State. After Mass, you will 
offer up the Litany for the extirpation of 
those doctrines and fatal principles, 
which impel demons in human form to 
subvert civil authority and to rob us of 
our cherished liberties. On next Sun- 
day, at last Mass, an instruction should 
be given based on the teaching of our 
Holy Father, Leo XIII, against the, er 
rors of Anarchism and Socialism. An- 
archists multiply, as icligion and its 
teaching is i.a^iored. If government is 
to continue and prosper, if law and or- 
der are to prevail, the love and fear of 
God must be inculcated, and religion get 
its proper recognition. The Church, 
tbe home, and the school, should unite 
in imparting sound religious principles 
to the rising generation.

Hospital For Tired Trees. 


Paris has learned the art of trans- 


planting large trees successfully, so 
that at the earliest signs of decay a 
street tree may be removed and the 
symmetry of the vista not spoiled by 
its successor. For these trees alone 
the expenses of Paris amount to about 
$60,000 a year. The municipal nursu- 
ries include a "hospital" or "cure,"' 
for the tired trees, where they are re- 
stored, if
